T here are v ery few professional m odels 


for a rtists in th e city of P h ilad e lp h ia —no t 
m ore th a n a dozen w om en, and perhaps 


no t th a t num ber of m en. 
In o th e r places 
it is d ifferent—a t least in E u repean cities. 


In l.ondon and in P aris th e re are several 
hu n d red s of persons w ho earn th e ir daily 
bread by posing in stndios and before life 
schools. 
In Ita ly , th e cradle of a rt, th ere 
are perhaps th o u san d s w ho 
have never 
dream ed of 
a n y th in g else 
b u t m odels. 
T h eir fath ers 
and 
m others 
apprenticed 
them , bo to speak, to th e business, and 
m odels th ey w ill rem ain as long as th e ir 
lim bs are stro n g enough to su p p o rt them 
in position. 
N or m u st it be supposed th a t 
only th e young and com ely afford stu d y to 
art. 
T h e hum an form in all its phases, its 
contortions and deform ities, th e roundnees 
of its y outh, am i th e w rinkles of its age, 
m ust be tho ro u g h ly stu d ied and learned by 
h e art b y every scu lp to r and p a in te r w ho 
aspire9 to fam e ; for th a t w hich G od cre­ 
ated in Ilia own im age is of all conceptions 
the?m ost beautiful. 
E n terin g oue of th e studios on C h estn u t 
stre e t y esterd ay , a P rris re p o rte r found th e 
ow ner, a w ell-know n a rtist, engaged in 
sponging th e face of an athletic-looking 
m an of ab o u t fifty years, w ho looked very 
m uch blow n and decidedly bruised ab o u t 
th e countenance. 
O n th e floor lay a double 
p air of boxing gloves. 
“ Com e in, old m a n !” cried th e a rtist, 
cheerily. 
“ M ake yourself a t hom e. 
I ’ve 
only been doing a little sp arrin g w ith m y 
m o d e l!” 
“ Ves, dang it all, h e’s only been d o in ’ a 
leetle 
sp arrin ' 1" exclaim ed th e m odel, 
som ew hat 
disconsolately. 
“ If he ever 
know s as m uch ab o u t p ic tu r'-p a in tin ’ as he 
know s about h an d lin ’ th em gloves he’ll 
have n m onnm ent all to him -olf in the 
p a rk .' 
" 1 guess I'd b e tte r ex p la in ,” said the 
a rlis t, 
laughing h eartily a t th e o th e r’s 
rem ark . 
“ M y good friend here used to 
be a p re tty good boxer in his tim e, and is 
still, and so am I, only he was n o t aw are 
of th a t fact. 
lie w as p o tterin g rou n d th e 
place here, and he discovered th e gloves, 
and a fter tellin g m e w h at big things be 
cculd do in th e w ay of boxing he suggested 
th a t he should give m e a lesson. 
1 told 
him I d id n ’t w an t to, b u t he in sisted ; so 
we set to. 
H e tried for ab o u t five m inutes 
to g et in his left on m y face, b u t couldn’t 
succeed ; so th en I began to fire, an d — ”

A little m ore sponging, a dollar on ac­ 
count, and a b o ttle of beer soothed th e 
m ortified feelings of th e sp arrin g m odel, 
an d a fte r an offer to p u t on th e gloves 
w ith th e rep o rter (w hich was declined), he 
d eparted. 
“ T h a t’s one of th e b est m odels I know 
of,” said th e a rtist, as he filled his pipe. 
“ i t m a k is a in sjestic R om an citizen, and 
can rem ain longer in oue position th a n any 
m an I ’ve seen, o r w om an, either, for th a t 
m u ch .” 
“ A re th e re m any fem ale m odels in 
P h i l a d e l p h i a ask ed th e rep o rter. 
“ N o ; v ery few. 
A rt a t b est is in its 
infancy. 
T h e com m unity docs n o t sup­ 
p o rt us, and so few pain ters can afford th e 
lu x u ry of m odels. W e pose for each other. 
A t th e A rt School th ere are six or eight 
m odels of b o th sexes w ho are in regular 
atten d an ce en tirely for n u d e studies. 
A 
com m ittee of live from am ong th e Btndenta 
is chosen on each clasa-day in alphabetical 
ro tatio n . 
T h e com m ittee a re th e only p er­ 
sons w ho have a n y th in g to do w ith th e 
m odels. 
T hey arrange th e positions anti 
give any verbal in stru ctio n s th a t m ay be 
necessary. 
A m odel is n o t expected to re ­ 
m ain in a fixed position for m ore th a n half 
an hour. 
E v ery successive th ir ty m inutes 
he or she 
is p erm itted th e lu x u ry of 
stre tc h in g or reposing for five m inutes, bu t 
th e repose m u st he ta k e n in full view of 
th e class. 
I assure you som e of th e finest 
ideas have been tak en w hile th e m odels 
have been engaged in relaxing th e m uscles. ” 
“ W h a t so rt of persons are m odels ?” qu e­ 
ried th e reporter. 
“ W ell, th a t is difficult to say. 
H ere 
th e y are so d ifferent to anyw here else. 
S tran g e to relate, I have no t y e t come 
across one m odel w ho had any acquaintance 
w ith an o th er. 
A certain m y stery , perhaps 
an unp leasan t past, enshrouds th em all. 
T he m en appear to m e to belong to the 
class of n e’er do-w ells, w ho find th a t they 
can ob tain th e ir daily cru st, beer and to ­ 
bacco in th a t m anner, and, probably, in no 
other. 
T h e w om en 
I h ard ly know w hat 
to cay a b o u t th e wom en. 
Som e, like th e 
m eu, do it for th e ir d aily bread, w hile 
others, I verily believe, are pro m p ted by 
th e ir vanity. 
I suppose you know n th a t a , 
few of them 
w ear m asks w hen in posi­ 
tion, and on en terin g and leaving the 
class or studio, so disguise th e ir faces 
w ith w raps and veils, th a t th e ir id en ­ 
tity can n o t be recognized, and rem ain 
unknow n 
to

em ployers Í 
This 
idea, w hich doubtless is prom pted by c er­ 
tain feelings of m o d e/ty , has given rise to 
m any rom antic stories, especially ab o u t' 
fem ale m odel- 
I have been told, and I 
believe th e re is g o ld foundation for th e 
sto ry , th a t a w om an Of m ost p erfect fom i 
and skin, who p o sts for a u u iu b tr of a rtiste 
lu re , i» a young lad y of cx m ilsp t fam ily 
connections. H er people are poor au d have 
to stru g g le to keep up appearances, and 
she has chosen to be a m odel so as to ob­ 
tain th e drees and pin-m oney she requires. 
She en ters a studio enveloped in a long 
cloak, w ith h er featu res hidden by a thick 
veil. 
She retires behind th e screen or in a 
dressing-room aud unrobes, 
and finally 
em erges, a ttire d lik e u n to E ve, b u t w ith 
her face clo»ely m asked. 1 
" W h at do m odels earn ?" 
“ S eventy-five cents an hour, or $1 30 
a sittin g , as agree 1. 
So.no m odels w ill no t 
pose en tirely n ad e, only in costum e or p ar­ 
tial dress. 
T hey receive th e sam e rem u ­ 
neration. 
As for m yself, an d yon w ill find 
m ost a rtists will tell you th e sam e, a m odel 
to me is no th in g m oro th an a stu d y , and, 
' H oni so it qui m al y p en se.' 
As to w here 
m odels com e from I can ’t say. 
One is 
found by th is a rtist, or th a t a rtist, and the 
tidings are sen t around, b u t questions are 
no t asked ; it is c o n trary to our e tiq u e tte ." 
“ I can tell you a little sto ry ab o u t a 
m odel th a t I knew , w ho is now a lady ar 
tint of rep u te in F rance, and th e w ife of a 
successful sculptor. 
Sho was th e d au g h ter 
of a S e w Y ork broker, w ho a t one tim e 
possessed very large m eans, h u t w hose fo r­ 
tu n e was com pletely w recked in a financial 
panic. 
T h e fa th e r was so p ro stra te d by 
th e crash th a t he could n o t w ork, and th e 
su p p o rt of 
a fam ily of seven devolved 
upon th e eldest d au g h ter, a girl of IS, and 
a son a couple of years older. 
T h eir com ­ 
bined effort»— he as clerk in a store, she by 
teaching— could only secure a few dollars a 
w eek, scarcely sufficient to feed th e m any 
m ouths, an d th e poor girl, w ho soon d is­ 
covered th a t teaching was no t h er forte, 
began to despair. 
She h eard one d ay of 
th e prices paid to a rtist's m odels, and in 
these tim es, seven or eig h t years ago, as 
m uch as tw o or th ree dollars an honi was 
th e cu sto m ary rem uneration. 
She con­ 
su lted w ith a picture dealer, and through 
him w as in tro d u ced to th e stu d io s, and 
soon had as m uch w ork aa she could pos­ 
sibly m anage. 
H er parent* and b ro th er 
supposed she was still giving m usic lesaoDS, 
and often w ondered a t th e generous fees 
she was ap p aren tly receiving. 
“ T he young lady speedily earned th e 
respect of all her em ployers, and she alao 
developed a m arvelous appreciation of art. 
One or tw o h asty sketches, w hich she su b ­ 
m itted to h er stu d io friends, w ere received 
w ith such ap probation th a t ahe dev o ted all 
th e tim e ahe could spare to stu d y . 
A t last 
she com pleted a landscape of each excel­ 
lence th a t a friend sen t it, u n k now n to her, 
to an exhibition of pictu res, an d placed her 
nam e as th e a rtis t in th e catalogue. 
T he 
pain tin g was received w ith favor by th e 
pres* and public, and notice* in its praise 
w ere in serted in all th e paper*, adding th a t 
the p ictu re w as th e w ork of ‘ M iss .So-aud- 
So, th e w ell-know n m o d el.' 
H e r p aren ts 
read th e account, and w ere p ro stra te d w ith 
sham e. T h e new s so affected h er fath er th a t 
he had a severe stroke of paralysis, and the 
b ro th er arm ed him self w ith a revolver and 
starte d off on * g u u n in g ex p ed itio n am ong the 
a rtists, w ho, as he considered, had encom ­ 
passed his siste r’» tham e. 
H ow ever, the 
counaela of friend* and th e in d ig n an t re- 
m onatrances of 
th e young lady a t last 
soothed th e m a tte r over, and h er fam ily 
began to realize th a t a rt and v irtu e could 
rem ain on th e closest 
intim acy. 
A b, 
•h o rtly afterw ard , she had th e pleasure of 
in tro d u cin g to h er hom e th e now cele- 


brated sculptor, w ho becam e h er husband 
w ithin a few m o n th s of h er successful d e­ 
b u t as an a rtist, th e c u rtain falls on my 
sto ry w ith th e custom ary joyful co n g ra tu ­ 
lations of all th e ch aracters concerned, and 
a considerable snpply of red fire.” 
“ A n d now , if yon have finished your 
pipe, I will tak e you around to th e A cad­ 
em y of Fine A rts and show you a pictu re 
paiuted by th e lady w hose rom antic career 
I have ju st related to y o u .”

Tns observance of sanitary laws in house-building 
and residence grounds is pointedly illustrated in 
London in the case of the buildings erected by 
George Peabody, the American philanthropist. The 
deaths in the Peabody buildings during sixteen 
years have been at tho rate of sixteen aud seven- 
tm th s per thousand per annum, while the general 
death rate of the metropolis during the same period 
has been twenty-three and four-tenths. 
The death, 
rate in the crowded districts surrounding the Pea­ 
body buildings is thirty or forty to the thousand.

THE 
DISTURBANCES 
IN 
PRODUCTION 
AND 
LABOR. 


Numerous strikes for higher wages have 
recently occurred at the East. 
The trades 
unione have ordered these movements as 
usual without understanding the situation, 
aud consequently they will iu nearly ever} 
instance result disastrously to the strikers. 
The latter, however, are not without rea­ 
sons for complaint. 
W hile the tendency 
of wages is down instead of up, prices 
have heen steadily raising during the past 
two years, aud at present they are at least 
twenty-five per cent, higher than in 1880 
The men find th at the purchasing power of 
their money is less than formerly, and at 
the same tim e they find employers com ­ 
plaining of the stagnation of trade, and 
preparing to reduce wages, either directly, 
or by working only half time. 
The men 
do not reflect upon the causes of this con­ 
dition of things, nor do the Unions in­ 
quire soberly into it as it is clearly their 
duty and interest to do. 
T hey simply 
order strikes, tegardless of the prospects, 
and as a result they are plunging the fool­ 
ish men who allow them selves to be thus 
coerced into greater difficulties than ever. 
I t is a most rem arkable fact th a t these 
trade unions have missed the one really 
beneficent purpose to which their organiza­ 
tion could have been applied. 
They have 
the power of organization, but whenever 
they employ it they injure themselves, be­ 
cause their movements are not directed by 
intelligence. 
I t ought to be perfectly clear 
to every workingman th a t if he wishes to 
secure an increase of wageB he m ust time 
his dem ands judiciously. 
Instead of sh u t­ 
ting his ( yes and butting blindly at his 
employer, he m ust find out w hether trade 
is prosperous or the reverse. 
If then ho 
discovers th at it is not prosperous ; that 
more goods have already been produced 
than there is a m arket for ; and th at the 
employer conseqm ntly csu better afford to 
stop producing than to pay more for labor ; 
all thought of a strike will be abandoned 
until the conditions are altered for the 
better. 
The trades unions have, however, always 
neglected the duties which lay directly 
before them , not only in this but in many 
other regards. 
If they were led by clear 
intelligences they never would have re­ 
mained satisfied w ith the fiscal Bystem of 
the conntry, for example. 
Take the pres­ 
ent situation in illustration of the incred­ 
ible gullibility of the working classes. 
They are told th at 1’rotection benefits 
them ; th a t the high duties imposed ou 
foreign goods are intended to raise and 
maintain wages. 
Y et in the teeth of these 
assertions they see th a t wages do not go 
up, but down. 
They see that American 
production is subject to constant fluctua­ 
tions and spasms. 
They see that, however 
high the duties are, no part of the profit 
thus given to the m anufacturers is reflected 
in their own wages. 
They see th at under 
Protection the prices of necessaries are 
constantly rising, while wages tend down­ 
wards. 
They see that Protection does not 
enable the protected employers to keep up 
their production, but th at despite the 
enormous bounties paid to them they are 
at short intervals compelled to shut down 
their works, or to run on half tim e. 
In 
all these m atters they see aUo th a t Labor 
ia made to bear the brunt. 
The m anu­ 
facturers pocket all the profits, but the 
workingmen are made to bear the heaviest 
burden of tho losses. 
There is never any 
thonght of sharing the profits of prosper­ 
óos seasons w ith them , but the m om ent a 
stagnant season eomes their wages are cut 
down. 
Tne workingmen have dim ly realized 
th at they are being wronged, but they 
have not fonnd ont the reason of their in­ 
juries, and they have adopted remedies 
which cannot help them a t all. 
Instead 
of com m itting the economic m istake of 
striking for higher wages when the m ar­ 
k et is falling, and when consequently 
they have no hold on employers, they 
would, if they were wise, torn their or­ 
ganizations to practical account by oppos­ 
ing the m onster Protection, which is re­ 
sponsible for three-fourths of their miseries. 
For why is it th at the manufacturers, in 
spite of bounties, are compelled to atop 
work 7 
I t is because Protection, by ex 
eluding them from foreign m arkets, and 
ciicumecribiDg the field of their enterprise, 
makes them liable to be affected by every 
passing depression in domestic trade, and 
so injures instead of helpieg, both them 
and the labor th at depends npon them . 
If 
the barrier of the Tariff was throw n down 
we should never hear any more of mills 
working half time, or closing altogether 
for w ant of business. 
W ith the whole 
world for a m arket, American m anufact­ 
urers would find their hands fnll contin­ 
ually. 
They would be independent of the 
domestic m arket, they wonld cesse to be 
sensitive to every tem porary depression 
in home trade, and they would be able to 
pay good wages all the year round. 
This is w hat the workingmen would be 
striving for if they com prehended their own 
interests. Free Trade is the greatest friend 
Labor has in the world. 
Protection leads 
to the present ominous situation ; decreased 
wsges, increased cost of living, and uncer­ 
tainty of employment. 
This is w hat has 
been gained by plundering nine-tenths of 
the nation for the alleged benefit of theother 
tenth. 
This is all that can be shown in re­ 
tu rn for the six hundred m illions of yearly 
confiscation subm itted to by the patriotic 
but stnpid American producers. 
This is 
the reenlt of the system which was to lift 
the American workingman far above the 
level of “ the pauper labor of Europe.” 
This 
summer 
probably fifty 
thousand 
American workingmen will be out of em ­ 
ploym ent because of the Tariff, and yet the 
Protectionists, who can Bhow nothing bet 
ter than these dismal results of their sys­ 
tem, cling to it w ith desperation, and will 
not consent even to its revision. 
Labor 
and Production are to-day disturbed most 
seriously, and thiB disturbance is the direct 
outgrowth of Protection which does not 
protect. 
Presently there may be labor 
riots, and then the Communists will de­ 
nounce Capital and dem and A narchy. But 
throughout these difficulties so far the 
American workingm an has failed to distin­ 
guish his 
real foe, and in wasting his 
energies upon opposition to imaginary ene­ 
mies he has actually rendered stronger the 
fetters which bind him in the m idst of 
his fancied freedom. 
Strikes are poor 
modes of redress at the best of times, and 
they are ruinous at such tim es as the pres­ 
ent. 
B ut they would never be resorted to 
if the voting laborer took the trouble to 
ascertain the aitnation for himself, and 
attacked the protective abuse through poli­ 
tics, persistently.

The implication is th at Frank 
Jam es is to agree to Btop com m itting mur* 
dere and robberies, and th at on condition 
of this agreement he is to be held harm leis 
for all the m urders and robberies he has 
already committed. 
This seems to be an

crimes. 
Thus we find th at whereas the 
poor rogue who breaks into a house and 
steals ten dollars w orth of property, is 
pretty certain to be sent to the penitentiary 
for several years, the swindler who plun­ 
ders a bank to the am ount of millions of 
dollars is equally certain to escape w ithout 
any Berious punishm ent. 
Now Governor 
Crittenden appears to have thought th at if 
this principle was good in one direction it 
ought to be equally good in another, and so 
he has conceived the idea th a t if a man only 
commits a great number of m urders and 
robberies he somehow lifts himBelf above the 
plane of the common cut-throat, and be* 
comes a fit object of executive clemency. 
Old-fashioned people of course think that 


The Czar has at last yielded to Nihilism. 
He states that his coronation will be post­ 
poned for a year, in order that he may 
cause reforms to be made in the govern­ 
ment, and he intim ates th at he is going to 
give the country a Constitution. 
There 
can be no doubt th at this conceasiou has 
been wrung from him by the N ihilists, and 
however menacing the precedent may be, 
it is necessary to recognize it. 
I t is true 
that if he had ascended the throne under 
ordinary conditions he m ight have intro­ 
duced reforms. 
I t was believed th at he 
contem plated them , indeed. 
But the m ur­ 
der of his father changed his purposes,

monarchy under the sun. 
B ut the Czar’s

pared to abdicate it is impossible to see 
w hat other coarse was opdn to him than 
the one he has taken. 
It may be presumed 
that his life will now be safe, at least until 
the year he names has elapsed, and it is 
seen w hether he has promised in good 
faith. 


CAMERON’S 
BLUNDER. 


It appears to be believed a t W ashington 
that Cameron really did undertake to bull­ 
doze the Pennsylvania m anufacturers, by 
threatening to oppose the tariff unless they 
support the “ regular ” ticket. 
And this 
fatuous and insolent proceeding is rightly 
regarded as being a fatal blunder on the 
part of the “ Boss.”

designed to relieve pain. The public should 
be warned against the practice of employ­ 
ing remedies hypodermically. 
So formida­ 
ble a ‘rem edy’ should on no account be 
used except under medical advice, and 
when deemed 
necessary it ought to be 
given by practitioners. 
W e have repeat­ 
edly urged the profession to discountenance 
the recourse to injections under the skiD, 
which is becoming general. 
I t is a prac­ 
tice of extrem e hazard, and we are of 
opinion th at surgical instrum ent makers 
should refuse to sell the requisite apparatus 
to lay persons, aud th at medical mea should 
forbid their use.”

C h ic a g o , May 30th.—Decoration Day is a 
l>ink and business holiday here, but the num­ 
ber of persons in the streets is increased 
rather than lessened, and the air is filled with 
m artial music and the streats are bright with 
uniforms, banners and floral decorations, on 
their way to the resting-places of the honored 
soldier dead. 
The air is delightful, and an 
Unusually elaborate programme has been laid 
out for the clay’s solemn services. 


C h ic a g o , May 30th.—Five thousand graves 
of Confederate prisoners who died at Camp 
Douglas were decorated at Oak wood Cem­ 
etery by the Grand Army posts. 
Advices 
from a large number of points in the N orth­ 
west indicate that Decoration Day was more 
generally observed than ever before. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 30;h.—Decoration Day

journal was a correct presentation of the 
doings of Congress, although it contradicted 
the Speaker. 
Indignant calls to order came from the Re­ 
publicans, and the Speaker said that Springer 
was out of order. 
“ I have tbs right to 
speak; if not, let my words be taken down,” 
said Springer. 
He then attem pted to pro­ 
ceed amid the excitement and confusion, but 
the Speaker said that the Sergeant-at-Arms 
would force him to desist. The Democrats 
gathered about to encourage him, and many 
Republicans 
angrily 
protested 
against 
Springer’s course. 
Springer defiantly declared that he would 
not be taken from the floor, and Humphreys 
said he would remove him himself. 
The Speaker said that he could very well 
afford to allow Springer to make improper 
remarks about himself, but not to destroy the 
dignity of the House by his conduct. He 
would submit to any proper motion regarding 
the correction of the journal. 
Knott supported Springer, and said that, 
although he respected the Speaker as highly 
as any one, yet the Speaker was not in­ 
fallible. 
# 
The Speaker maintained that the Clerk 
acted properly, and after further talk the 
motion to correct the journal was rejected— 
134 to 89. 
The Democrats tried to filibuster, but a 
quorum appeared, and Miller began his speech 
on the contested election case of Mackey vs. 
O’Conner. 
The discussion was continued by Davis of 
Missouri against the report, and by Paul of 
Virginia in favor. 
A t the conclusion of Paul’s speech, Calkins 
inquired whether, if the evening session were 
dispensed with, and the House now adjourned, 
the discussion would be resumed to-morrow 
without aoy obstruction from the Demo­ 
cratic side. 
The answer came back resolutely from 
Morrison, Atkins, Randall and other Demo­ 
cratic members, that no argument whatever 
could be made. 
Calkins then gave notice that he would call 
the previous question on the contested elec­ 
tion case at 5 o’clock to-morrow. 
Several Republican members suggested 2, 
and Morrison of Illinois asked defiantly why 
he did not do so now. 
The hour of 5 having arrived, the House 
took a recess till 8. 
Upon reassembling at 8 o’clock, Atherton 
of Ohio, who was entitled to the floor on the 
contested election case, and who had an ob­ 
jection to speaking to the House in the even­ 
ing session, moved to take a recess till 10 
to-morrow. 
A vote was taken by Fetters, who reported, 
after a delay of twenty-five minutes, that 
there were 15 ayes and 96 noes—no quorum. 
Thereupon a call of the House was ordered, 
the proceedings on which occupied another 
hour fruitlessly. 
No quorum appeared, and a vote was then 
taken on Atherton’s motion to take a recess 
to 10 to-morrow, and resulted in ayes 93, noes 
14, the Republicans voting in the affirmative. 
McMullen of Tennessee raised the point 
that there was no quorum. 
Adjourned.

about the only ones th at wiil bring rem u­ 
nerative prices to the breeder. 
The reason 
for this change is evident, as much of the 
labor th at was done on the farm by man is 
now transferred to the horse. 
The hoe is 
no longer the im plem ent for planting corn 
or destroying weeds ; the horse has to drag 
a planter or cultivator for this purpose. 
Self-binding reapers cause the team to per­ 
form the labor th at formerly required five 
or six men, and so it is through the whole 
range of farm operations. 
This additional 
labor requires more strength and power of 
endurance than was necessary in a farm 
team of tw enty years ago. 
Our railroads 
have brought our m arket within a few miles 
of a farm, and the need for fast walking 
team s in order to make a trip to m arket 
and back in a day is passed. 
The slow, 
plodding, heavy team is now as good for 
hauling grain as any. 
W ith the demand 
for heavy horses, it is to the interest of 
such farm ers as are engaged in raising colts 
to see th a t they breed to none but the best 
of draft stock.—[Peoria (111.)

The writer is convinced that there 
is sufficient talent in the capital of the State 
to celebrate the national birthday far more 
bee minglv, and more in sympathy with the 
age in which we live, than the old boisterous 
sm >ky, ill-sruell»r.g style of celebration. 
Of 
course there must be amusement, eüj >yment, 
pleasure, and iu th i< to gratify the multitude 
is very difficult ; but whenever the undertak­ 
ing to gratify the pe »ple is associated wiih 
danger, it is better to leave such amusement 
out of the programme.

W hen the procession arrived at the City 
Cemetery, the troops opened rank» and per­ 
mitted the old soldier» to inarch through, 
which they did, to a funeral march by drums 
and fifes and with arn.s reversed.

proceeded to the G. A . It. burial 
Í>lat, a »pot beautifully grassed. 
Here a 
arge platform had been erected and covered 
with a can >r»y. 
Around the plat the mem 
hers of the Bust were drawn up while the offi­

invited guests took

The monumental design was removed from

Pierrepont then reported all in readiness 
when J. N , Larkin, Post Commander, called 
to order, and Post Adi itant Kearney read 
the orders «»f the day. 
Commander Larkin, 
Post Chaplain I. 8. Moore, aud Officer of the 
Day Pierrepont, then read the services of the 
liy as prescribed in the ritual of the associa­ 
tion. 
A t the conclusion, officer Pierrepont 
crowned tha monument with a wreath of 
flowers, an«l Commander I.arkin gave the or­ 
der, “ Comrade», salute 
the dead/’’ when 
every hat w as lifted and every head bared. 
During the exercises a chorus of 25 male and 
famalo voices sang, “ Comradep, W e Come 
Once More, ' “ Oh, Comrades, Bring the 
Choicest Flowers,5' and iud in the sing­ 
ing of “ America.” The chorus van under the 
direction of Professor J . L. Skinner, and 
sang with excellent effect. 
J. C. Medley, a 
member of Sumner Poet, delivered 


THE ADDRECfl. 
He called attention to the purposes of the 
memorial services of the day, and said the ob­ 
ject was to commemorate the deeds of fallen 
comrades who gave their lives for tha land 
they loved. 
H e drew a nketch of the drama 
of the rebellion, with all its woes and honors 
aud martial glories. The history of the world 
furnisher no parallel to the ceremonies of 
this day. Nations reverence their heroes, but 
none as does America to-day* 
The fallen 
heroes of the Union sleep in death to-day 
that a nation might be preserved, and lour 
million slaves rejoice that they died as the 
friends of freedom, while they mourn their loss. 
He drew a graphic picture of the sufferings of 
the soldiers of the Union, in swamp, dun­ 
geon, prison-pen 
and 
miasmatic jungle ; 
pinched, starved, worn, broken and dying ; 
exposed to extremes of heat and cold, drenched 
by pirile-s rain, and wrapped in the black 
mantle of bleak nights ; or a», racked by the 
pains and tortures of disease, they sank in the 
dread morasses of the South ; or. 
Blinded by the battle stnoke ; 
Tortured by the saber stroke ; 
Reeling, bleeding as they fell, 
Backed by the pangs of death and bell. 
“ Those who fought beside those who fell 
only know how well they loved their country, 
and h«»w truly they were devoted to it, and 
as we, the remnants of that once grand army 
that marched on to victory and to glory, 
come here to-day to bear witness to their 
valor and a»»emb!e to pay tribute to the 
memory of tho3e who went down into the 
valley of death, ao it is meet and proper that 
you (citizens) should join with us to shed 
tear» of sorrow over their early graves and 
scatter roses of remembrance over their last 
resting-places.” 
Ho concluded with a con­ 
sideration of the sweetness of death for one’s 
country, it in that death we e a u our coun­ 
try’s gratitude ; a consideration of the rapid 
melting away of the veterans: an appeal 
that the Gran l Army ihall not be permitted 
to die out, but t h a t th e memory of its heroes 
shall keep it ever green in national remem­ 
brance and Memorial Day kopt sacred to its 


p u rp o se s a n d the children taught to c h e ris h 
a n d o b s e rv e it. 
H e g a v e a b rie f s k e tc h o f 
th e o rg a n iz a tio n o f th e G. A. K. a n d its 
nims as a s o c ie ty , a n d c lo s e d w ith a fitliD g 
p e ro r a tio n . 
I t w a s a f e r v e n tl y p a tr io tic a d ­ 
. drers, »n<l f r e q u e n tly ro*»e to t h e re a lm o f 
tru e eloquence. 
A t the conclusion of the address, and after 
by the band, the members of the Post, 
heavily loaded with ff >ral offerings, proceeded 
to decorate the graves «jf the soldiers and 
sailors of the army and navy who lie buried 
ia the City Cemetery. 
A t the conclusion of 
this ceremony the procession reformed, re­ 
turned to the city and was dismissed. 
There 
was present a great concourse of people, and, 
despite the heat of the day, the people re­ 
mained until the close of the interesting 
services. During the exercises at the cemetery 
a Fquad from Company B, un«ier command of 
Lieutenant Cook, tired salutes of minute 
guns, giving 38 guns in f«>rty minute».

BANQUET.

Ming Lucy C. O’Brien then read, so much to 
to the satisfaction of the audience, “ An In­ 
cident of Nashville, or B etty M cEwen and 
the Flag,” that the reader was recalled and 
made the receipient cf a number of hand­ 
some floral gifts. 
Rev. T. S. Dunn was then 
introduced as the orator of the evening. 
He 
said this “ Decoration D a y ” is monumental. 
I i is a schoolmaster, to give annually to the 
youth of the land lessons iu patriotism, lessons 
that will not let the boys of the nation sleep, 
should the nation a/ain come into peril. This 
is not a day that appeals to passions or pre­ 
judice—all these are pant, and principles 
alone rule. 
For principles the soldiers of the 
U ni m died, and who shall dare to say that 
the principles are lees in importance to-day 
than they were than. 
W e have no word of 
reproach for those who fought against us. 
We shall not say they were less brave, or 
think that they were less sincere than we. 
Never before did valor meet valor, and valor 
whip valor, where valor was so nearly equal. 
We do not exult over the defeated—the true 
heroes, who surrendered and “ staid surren­ 
dered.” 
If this day was intended to keep 
alive the passions of the war, he would have 
no part in it. 
W e know it is free from 
passion or preju«iice. 
W e 
whipped 
our 
brothers to keep them with us, and make 
them live, as they do, with us in peace, res­ 
pect and love, and that is the greatest of 
paradoxes. 
The North and South to-day 
have greater respect for each other than ever 
before, because they understand each other 
better than ever before. 
W e are learning to 
live more and more in peace, aud work out 
the destinies of the nation under one flag and 
one Constitution—but this is so because one 
of the sides to the struggle was a winning 
side. 
That which stirs the heart of the 
soldier of to-day is, that he did not fight in 
vain. 
H e here read extracts from a Thanks­ 
giving sermon by one of the most eminent 
men of Georgi q one of the Bi»hops of the 
M. E. (Shurch South, and President of one 
of the leading Southern colleges, in which 
tho Bishop pointed out that the people of 
Georgia 
are 
now mure 
prosperous, are 
raising more products of 
the soil, uring 
them 
better, 
and 
living 
iu 
better 
hduses, and having more homes, than before 
the war, and this was because of the war, 
and the peace the Union soldiers conquered. 
This great Southern man adds: 
“ It is 
true it costs more to live now, but then 
there is more to live for,” and he knows how 
well he was conquered when he say» : “ This 
is the best Government on earth to live 
under,” and he thanks God that slavery ha» 
been destroyed, “ because of our children.” 
And this thoughtful, intelligent man says to 
his people: 
“ I have new ligh t; I have 
changed my view», and I thank God for it.” 
Let the Grand Arm y of the Itepublic be 
congratulated on the kind 
of victory it 
has 
won, and the promise of the great 
results to tl>w from it. 
Mr. Dunn here 
paid a warm tribute to James A. Gar­ 
field, as one of the heroes of the Grand 
Army, 
and 
now 
a 
martyred President. 
To the members of the Grand Array he then 
addressed himself, recalled their war experi­ 
ences, their wounds, their lingering days in 
prison, their everyday pains that remind some 
of them hourly of the war for the Union. 
The drill such men received in military life 
should make th6in better inen and better citi­ 
zens. 
He asked them to live for the present 
and the future, not for the past, for the time 
may come when the country will need their 
aid again ; at least it will always need their 
example. 
Like true soldiers, find out the 
right side of all questions, and take that side. 
Be not neutrals. 
Had the combined cannons 
of the armies of the North and the South been 
trained to sweep out of existence the thou­ 
sands who in the late conflict sat “ on the 
fence,” 
he 
for 
one 
would 
not 
have 
mourned over 
their 
graves. 
He 
begged 
the soldiers to be true to themselves ana re­ 
member that soon their graves will be made 
and decorated. 
If, then, they ara true to 
themselves, an«l their God, they will pass on 
to greater victories than earth knows of, and 
to the glories of the unending future.

Business men 
and property owners had but to stand quietly 
by and witness the absolnte 
destruction 
of their property. 
In some cases the entire 
accumulations of years of hard toil were 
swept to utter nothingness by the invincible 
flames. 
Now and then a report similar to 
that of a large tield-piece, the result of the 
explosion of kegs of powder stored in the 
cedars of 
our mercantile 
establishments, 
would frighten the frenzied 
women 
and 
children. 
A gentleman by the name of 
Cooper, having arrived ia town the previous 
evening and taken a room in the second story 
of the hotel in which the fire originated, 
l«>cked his door and carelesriy threw the key 
on the fl >or. 
W hen awaked by the cracking 
of the flames, he excitedly ran to the door, 
but failed to find the key, and the flames beat 
on in their fury, threatening also to consign 
him to a painful death. 
As a last resort he 
raised his window and leaped to the ground, 
a distance of gome thirty feet. 
Fortunately 
he escaped with slight bruises. 
The three 
hotels having been consumed, many ladies 
and gentlemen who were l>oarders were left 
without a place 
at 
which 
to eat, and 
to-day the several families of the 
town 
very charitably made arrangements by which 
none were permitted to suffer. 
The scene to­ 
day i» one of desolation and sadness. 
W hat 
was yesterday a lively town, compcsed of 
prosperous business men, is to-day supplanted 
by the ruins aud debris of the tire, and dis­ 
consolate and disc raraged men. It is believed 
that those who sustained losses w ill immedi­ 
ately commence rebuilding, and that Willow» 
will rise from its ashes in a more substantial 
and fireproof form. 
The depot of the rail­

From reiiable sources it is learned that 
there will be a line of steamers from here to 
Australia on the completion of the Sonora 
and Atchison and Topeka Railroad, connect­ 
ing with N ew York, New Orleans. Boston, 
Galyeaton, Southampton, Liverpool, Ham­ 
burg and South America. 
The railroad company at Hermosillo have 
built a splendid 
depot of 
wood, nicely 
painted, with cool and airy offices. 
1.its in 
that city, which were not worth fencing, sit­ 
uated in the vicinity of this depot, are held 
in some cases up to $10,000, and all have as­ 
sumed a market value. 
The 
streets are 
planted with orange trees. 
The water works 
company are building a reservoir ^n Marble 
Mountain, to supply the city with pure well 
water. 
The new State University, to be 
built on the Alameda, will be a fine structure, 
situated as it will be among orange groves 
and other tropical fruit», with most beautiful 
shade-trees and fine bathing in the large 
ditches of running water. 
It will no doubt, 
under the able management of Governor 
Ortiz, prove of great advantage to the State 
of Sonora. 
Most of the wheat raised in this State is 
converted into flour by mills in Hermosillo 
and vicinity, making a good article of flour, 
and supplying m ostly all of the western 
coast of Mexico.

IMPORTANT TO FRUIT-GROWERS. 


Official Circular from th e Chief E xecutive 
H orticultural Officer. 
M atthew Cooke, Chief Executive Horti 
cultural and H ealth Officer, whose headquar 
ters are in this city, has issued the following 
circular containing suggestions of importance 
to fruit growers, and calling attention to the 
quarantine rules and regulations for tho pro 
tection of horticulture. 
Copies of the circu­ 
lar will be mailed throughout the State : 
I take the liberty of calling your attention 
to the necessity of disinfectiug empty fruit 
packages before bcicg returned from market 
to the orchards, a* required by the quaratine 
rules and regulations f *r the protection of 
horticulture : 
Rule 6. Fruit boxes, packages, or baskets, used 
for shipping fruit t.* any destination, are hereby re­ 
quired to be disinfected, as hereinafter provide«l, 
previous to their being returned to anv orchard, 
storeroom, salesroom, or place tobe used for stor­ 
age, shipjnng, or any other purpose. 
Rule 0. Empty fruit boxea, packages, or baskets, 
may be disinfected by dipping in bailing water, aud 
allowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes ; said boiling water used as such disin­ 
fectant to*cuntain, in ¡* -lutlon, not less than one 
pound of concentrated potash, or three-fourths of a 
pound of concentrated lye, to each and every 
twenty gallons of water, or in any other manner 
satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horticultural and 
Health Officer. 
In order to >eeure » general compliance 
with the t:b »ve rules arran cements will be 
made at Sat) Fratcisco, .Sacramento, San 
Jose, Stcckto j au.l other places where fruit 
i» shit o e i to a inaiket < r f »r storage ; and 
L ical Inspector? appuinte 1, who will disin­ 
fect - uou packages if required by the own­ 
er» thereof; or the owners < f empty package» 
or their agents may dteLife-t them, subject t»> 
inspection. 
Iu answer to inquiries, the following ques­ 
tions uiay be orkeii : Are ta«»*e requirement? 
oppressive on fruit-grower» who wisli to send 
fruit to market ? 
I answer, they are not, for 
the following reasons: 
1. There are several counties which may he 
termed fruit-growing counties, such as So­ 
noma, Napa, Yuba, Tuolumne, Calavera» 
and others, where the fruit-growers have 
failed iu having a C ranty Board cf H orti­ 
cultural Ccmmissioners app rated ; therefore 
there i» not any organization in any of the 
above and some other countúp, with which I 
can consult in íelatiou to matters in which 
ths fruit-growers are interested. 
2. The Commissioners iu several counties 
have been retarded iu their work by the re- 
•jtii eraents of the law, that complaint must be 
made before they cun make an inspection of 
an infected orchard. 
Although many of the 
fruit grower» have made every effort in their 
power to dear.se tht-ir orchards, yet they her- 
itate to enter a complaint against their neigh­ 
bor; therefore, in a large number of orchards, 
the pests have been allowed to spread as here­ 
tofore. 
And it is only by a general enforce­ 
ment of the quarantine rules that anygccd 
results can be secured. 
3. A large number of orchard» are rented, 
lea.-e 1 or owued by parties that, judging by 
past ex[»erience, cannot bo deptnJt-d upon to 
comply with the quarantine rules, except 
they are compelled to do so. 
4. It would require at least 350 Local In­ 
spectors throughout the State to have the 
work of disinfecting empty fruit boxes or 
packages, at the orchards, steamboat landings 
andiailroad stations, dona as effectually a» 
by the disinfecting at markets, etc., &b re­ 
quired. 
5. The Local Inspector?, if appointed, are 
allowed fee» by law, and would be a heavy 
expense on the fruit-growers. 
6. The rapid spread of the codling moth to 
at least th in y counties in thidácate, since its 
first appearance in one orchard in 1S74, can 
chiefly be attributed to the use of the return 
packages ; therefore, the disinfection of all 
return packages id a necessity. 
7. There is a difference of opinion among 
fruit-growers as to the stylo of package that 
should be used in sending fruit to market. 
Some growers recommend au«l have adopted 
tho so-called free package, and others use the 
so-called return package. 
8. Tne disinfection cf the packages gives 
an opportunity of using the return packages 
at a nominal cost. 
9. Stores, commission houses, and places 
where apples, pears aud quinces were stored 
or sold last seasou, are generally infested by 
the lar vie, pu[ re, or imago (perfect insect) «if 
the codling moth, and are liable to be taken 
from such places in return packagts to 
orchards at this season of the year. 
10. The disinfection of return package» at 
the place w’here the fruit is sent to market 
(or for storage) is not only the most effective 
method for the prevention of the spread < f 
insect pests, but is by far the moat economical 
for the fruit-growers. 
There has not been any time since the advent 
of insect peat» into the orchards of California, 
that required such strict attention of the 
fruit-growers, aa the preseut season. 
In ad­ 
dition to the codiing moth, scale insect?, 
caterpillars, canker worm», etc., at least four 
now species of iusect peste, not heret >fore 
kn »wn iu the orchard» of this State, have ap­ 
peared or are noticed this spring, which 
threaten the apricot, cherry and peach crops 
to an alarming extent. 
Every fruit-grower of this State should he 
prepared by practical experiments and ob­ 
servations to discuss the following subject?, 
which will necessarily be brought up for dis­ 
cussion at the Fruit-Growers’ Annual Con­ 
vention, to be held at San Jo&e, on the second 
Tuesday in November, 1882 : 
1. Is the extermination of insects injurious 
to fruit and fruit trees in the State of Cali­ 
fornia a necessity ? 
2. Can such insect pests as infest the 
orchards of this State be exterminated ? 
3. Is legislation uecessary to protect the 
horticultural interests of the State ? 
If so, 
to what extent ? 
4. Should the present laws for the prote«• 
tion of horticulture be amended or repealed ? 
Those participating in the discussion of the 
above subjsct», either in the affirmative or 
negative, should be prepared to support their 
statements with incontrovertible facts, learned 
from practical ex;>erience, and not depend on 
theories or fancies. 
Fruit-grower?, I respectfully inform you 
that it is my intention to do my duty as re­ 
quired by the laws of the State, to make the 
enforcement of the laws “ for tho protection 
of the horticultural interests of the State” 
general, and in all cases for the best interests 
of the fruit-growers. 
I therefore ask your 
co-operation, so that we may learn by practi­ 
cal experience and observation what can be 
effected toward restoring orchard property in 
this State to its former value, and securing 
the enterprising h«)rticulturiat a fuir remuner­ 
ation on hi* labor and investments. 
It should be remembered that merely the 
enactment of laws by the Legislature of the 
State for the nrotection of the horticultural 
industries will not afford any relief if the re­ 
quirements of s&i I law* are not complied 
with.
